Since the 
first unfortunate defeats on the Rhine, our 
army has never come in collision with the 
Prussians without maintaining our positions 
and inflicting tremendous loss on the enemy. 
I saw and conversed with the Emperor yes- 
terday. He is in excellent health and spirits. 
It is impossible to describe the enthusiasm 
which prevails in the army. We leave here 
this afternoon and take the direction’ of 
Metz. Beyond that we have no indication 
of what the real route will be. Rest assured, 
then; ina few days you will receive news 
that will surprise you.”

Our Paris correspondent telegraphs @hex- 
tract from a letter written'on Taursday from 
RoBERT MITCHELL, late editor of the Oonstitu- 
Honnel, dated. -head-quarters of MoMaHon, 
Rethel,-which is about. thirty miles*north of 
Chalons, stating that the Emperor is in excel- 
lent health and spirits; and the army in good 
condition and enthusiastic. The army was'to 
march on the following day in sae direction’ of 
Metz. t 

It is said that tlie King and the Sines tee 
ere moviug on Paris by way of Marne and Aube, 

~and their armies are “ committing fearful pil- 
lage and unbeard of outrages,” as they imdve 
slong. The Princé Royal, according to a Lon- 
don dispatch, has issued a proclamation to the 
people of France annourcing that Prussia makes 
war only agamst the Emperor and not against 
the people ; promising ‘to instantly Testore the 
lines of travel. as soon as their victory iscomplete; 
guarantecing the personal safety of all French 
officials, and requesting them to remain at their 
their posts, and declaring that only surplus 
food, that which is not: required by the peaceful 
French,‘ willbe taken for the German Army. ’ A 
Berlin dispatch reports that the Pruasian’ head- 
quarters are temporarily 4¢ St. Dizier ; and that 
quantities of stores for the use ot the army are 
accumulating at Nancy.
